It's been an interesting (wo weeks for John Lamon¢Boyne City’s new 
full time ambulance director. Hired two weeks ago to take over from 
interim director Barb Kerridge, Lamont found himself with a service of 
citht staff members, and an immediate need to delve into the in-limbo 
Advanced Life Support service upgrade process. 


“ICs been a challenge,” 


Lamont said good-naturedly. Certainly, the 


challenges arent anything he hasn’t seen before. With more than 30 years 
in the business, Lamont's past credits include coordinating EMS ser- 
vices through the health department, the establishment and directorship 
ot LifeLink ambulance service in Petoskey, and a stint as executive di- 
rector of Allied ambulance service, also in Petoskey.

A resident of the area for 


20 years, after relocating in 1984 from 


Marquette, Lamont calls Boyne City “a jewel of a community.” It’s a 
community, he adds, that “really, really needs ALS.” The service is cur- 
rently designated as Basic Life Support, meaning that its staff members 
are limited in the care they can give to patients on the scene and in tran- 
sit. Advanced Life Support would allow volunteers to give a higher level 
of medical care, including potentially life-saving measures, to patients. 

As an isolated, rural community, Boyne City’s geographic location 
means that it’s a long ride, in any situation, to the hospital. “That's a long 


time in the back of an ambulance with a patient,” 


Lamont said. ‘‘There’s

Lasater is calling a homicide/suicide 
in Wilson Township. 

The bodies of Melissa Lynn 


Kamyszek, 32, and Ryan Buellerdick, 


30, were found outside a home on 
East Jordan/Boyne City Road near 
Deer Lake following a 911 call from 
the home, _ 
According to Lasater, sheriff’s 
deputies responded to the call at 7:13 
a.m. on Sunday, July 11, in which the 


caller said that his sister had been shot. 
outside the feaidence and he nae 


help. - 
Two deputy sheriffs, Chuck Vondra 


and George R. Lasater, were in. the 


area and arrived approximately two 


minutes later; in checking the area, 


they found the two bodies if the yard. 
Further investigation revealed that 


Buellerdick, a Hayes Township resi- | 


dent, shot Kamyszek of Wilson Town- 
ship and then took his own life. 


Kamyszek was a manager at Red 
Mesa in Boyne City; Buellerdick 
owned RB Construction Company in 
Boyne City. 

The couple had, Lasater said, been 
in a relationship for five to six years; 


the relationship had recently peen ter- 


minated by Kamyszek, 

Sheriff Lasater commended the 
first two deputies on the scene, 
Vondra and Lasater, who were, he said 
“confronted with an unknown shoot- 
ing situation and used good judge- 
ment in securing the scene.” 

The sheriff's office was assisted at

Late last month, the The Coalition to Save the Boyne 
River received the results of a review of the City’s up- 
coming wastewater system upgrade conducted by James 
Braithwaite of Vector Resolutions. Braithwaite, who 
claims more than 35 years of experience in municipal 
and industrial wastewater treatment planning, design, 
construction and operation, has strong opinions on the 
state of the Boyne City project. “Based on my review 
of the Boyne City SRF Project Plan, and over 4,000 
pages of related file documents, it is my opinion that 
the alternative analysis and environmental assessments 
contained in the State Revolving Fund (SRF) Project 
Plan are incomplete, subjective, and biased toward a 
predetermined judgment to implement a ‘more of the 
Braithwaite states in his written 
evaluation. He further asserts that the project plan and 
Finding of No Significant Impact (FONSI) assessment 
“largely ignore the legitimate concerns raised by area 


Braithwaite further concludes that the proposed al- 
ternative “will, or is likely to, pollute, impair, or de- 
grade the Boyne River and/or Lake Charlevoix.” 


The river discharge was approved by commissioners in 
March of this year, by a vote of 3- 2; the second alternative 


presented at that time was to continue. an improved deep- 
water discharge directly into Lake Charlevoix, The dis- 


charge location was the final piece of a.$7,3 million dollar 


wastewater system upgrade planned for the City, which 
includes the reutilization of the existing aerated lagoon 
‘system with construction of a new secondary/tertiary treat- 
ment process at the lagoon site. 

Statements made in recent months by representatives of 
various groups such as the Friends of the Boyne River and 
the Tip of the Mitt Watershed Council maintain, however, 
that such a discharge is a threat to the health and well- 
being of the Boyne River, and other local waters, includ- 
ing Lake Charlevoix. The approval prompted the forma- 
tion of The Coalition to Save the Boyne River, to fight the 
river discharge option; the recent report from Braithwaite 
is just another step in the fight, according to coalition rep- 
resentative Larry Maltby. “[The report] is like getting a 


second opinion if you go to the doctor,” 


he said. “We have 


the welfare of Boyne City at heart.” 

According to Boyne City city manager Mike Cain, the 
report doesn’t change anything for the City. “We definitely 
continue to feel we’re on the nght course,” he said. “We're 
taking the best long-term solution with regards to proven 
technology out there, that makes sense for all the water- 


shed in this area.” 


The position, Cain adds, is supported 


by the Michigan Department of Environmental Quality. 
According to a letter dated July 1 from the Chip 
Heckathorn of the DEQ to Cain, though a “voluminous” 
public comment packet was received regarding the 
“none of the comments received were substan- 
tive to cause withdrawal of the FNSI.” 

“We’re still on course, still very confident and com- 
fortable with what we’re recommending,” Cain con- 


project, 


cluded. 


As for alternatives, earlier this year, the City of Boyne 
City commissioned a study by Capital Consultants on 
the possibility of-a land application method of waste- 
water disposal as opposed to a water discharge; the study 
results indicated such an application was not feasible, 
due primarily to geographical considerations. 

For Maltby, and the coalition, that answer doesn’t 
equal closing the door to looking at other options. ‘We’ re 
looking 50-75 years in the future,” Maltby said, “and 
how to dispose of sewer wastewater 50 years from now, 
If we do this right, we could have great development in 
this area and at the same time do a very great job con- 
serving resources in this area.” 

Barring a change of course by the City, Maltby said, 
legal action is likely to be taken by the coalition in an 
effort to stop the river discharge. It’s not the road, ac- 
cording to Maltby, that the group had initially envisioned 
taking. “That’s regrettable,” he said.

wastewater issue

Did you know that for the last 30 years Boyne City has 
discharged sewer wastewater into Lake Charlevoix? Keep 
that in mind as you read on! 

As hard as it may be to believe, Boyne City has nar- 
rowed the gap toward the discharge of sewer wastewater 
into the Boyne River. Or so it would seem. In reality there 
are many problems that have not been attended to. 

Some time ago when the City applied to the Michigan 
Department of Environmental Quality for a permit to dis- 
charge to the river, so many shortcuts in procedure were 
taken that the DEQ ruled that the application was “admin- 
istratively incomplete” and denied approval. In its haste, 
the City did not provide the environmental impact state- 
ment that is required for a discharge to a Michigan river. 
They must attempt to prove that no damage to fish, aquatic 
insects, or people will occur if the partially treated waste- 
water is discharged into the river. 

The river in question happens to be a high quality Michi- 
gan trout stream that has large, naturally reproducing 
salmon and steelhead runs. It is the place where the kids 
of Boyne City kayak almost daily during summer and of- 
ten come back drenched by spills into the river. It is the 
place where the kids of some property owners swim. It is 
the place where the kids of tourists play along the banks in 
the old city park. This summer, watch the river to see how 
it is used, 

The application has been put on hold by the City until 
calendar year 2005 but they are busy trying to prove that it 
will be OK to mun the partially treated sewer wastewater 
with its contaminates through the middle of town. 


Another Problem 

This leads to another problem. The City applied for a 
permit to begin construction of the sewage treatment plant 
separate and apart from the determination of the discharge 
location. In response to the City’s request for funding, the 
DEQ sent a “Finding of no Significant Impact” (FONS), 
to the Friends of the Boyne River and the Coalition to Save 
the Boyne River. : 

In this document they state that they believe that an en- 
vironmental study,js not required for the construction of 
the plant. They state that a supplemental environmental 
study will be done later in 2005 to address the issue of the 
discharge location. Alternative locations include discharge 
to Lake Charlevoix, discharge to the Boyne River or dis- 
charge to land. But, if the construction of the plant is started 
prior to the determination of the discharge location, the 
city and the DEQ could say that construction has progressed 
to the point that it is now too late and the only option left is 
to discharge to the river. 


Still Another Problem 

We were given 30 days to respond to the FONSI. The 
letter from the DEQ states, “We will not take any action on 
this project plan for 30 calendar days from the date of this 
notice in order to receive and consider any comments.” 
The date on the notice was May 25, The deadline for re- 
sponse was June 24. We responded with a strong objec- 
tion to the separation of the permit to construct the plant 
away from the selection and design of a discharge loca- 
tion. This would result in an incomplete project and an 
incomplete cost analysis. How could it possibly be prop- 
erly funded? We mailed our response on June 17. Allow- 
ing time for the mail on the 18th and the weekend 19 and 
20, our fetter was likely reviewed by the DEQ on Monday 
the 21st. The DEQ granted Boyne City a permit to con- 
struct the plant on June 22, two days before the 30 day 
deadline with no response whatsoever to our letter, This 
leaves us little alternative but to appeal. 


Why all the Fuss? 

The Boyne River is a high value asset to the State of 
Michigan. It flows with high quality water and provides 
spawning grounds for steelhead, salmon and brown trout. 
It abounds with wildlife including eagles and otters. Itisa 
favorite destination of fishermen. Between 50 to 100 cars 
can be seen at Dam Road during the salmon run in Octo- 
ber. It is used extensively by kayakers. It is an attraction 
that brings many visitors to our area from April to Novem- 
ber. It adds significant economic value to local businesses. 
Most importantly, the high quality water in the Boyne with 
its included fish and wildlife belongs to every citizen in 
the state of Michigan. It is unlawful for that water quality 
to be degraded unless there are no alternatives. In this

extreme cases, male fish 
have been found that have 
developed eggs in their tes- 


- tes. Studies also indicate 


that the changes to male fish 
occur at very low levels of 
exposure; as low as | part 
per billion. The slow loss 
of fertility of the male fish 
in waters contaminated by 
the discharge of sewer 
wastewater should be con- 
cern of all the people of 
Michigan. One can only 
guess at what damage may 
have already occurred in 
Lake Charlevoix as a result 
of years of exposure. 3 

Human health along the 
river is also a significant is- 
sue, Boyne City will be per- 
mitted by the DEQ to re- 
lease 40 times more 
coliform bacteria into the 
river than they were allowed 
to release into Lake 
Charlevoix. If there was a 
health concern about the re- 
lease of wastewater near the 
public beach in Lake 
Charlevoix then why 
wouldn’t there be 40 times 
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more concer about the dis- 
charge to the river. The 
swimming beach in the lake 
is monitored twice a week 
to assure that it is safe for 
swimming. But there are no 
plans to monitor the river.. 
We will never know from 
one day to the next if the 
river is safe for full body 
contact. Are parents going 
to have to stop their kids 
from Kayaking the river out 
of fear that they may fall tn? 
What can we do? 
Oppose the planed dis- 
charge into the Boyne River. 


__If. the discharge-goes-into ~ 


the river now, there could be 
many years of degradation 
before the opportunity to 
remove it will come again. 
We will have effectively 
transferred our responsibil- 
ity and obligation to the next 
generation. 

Support a plan to remove 
all wastewater effluent from 
Lake Charlevoix within five 
years or sooner by develop- 
ing a land based discharge 
system. Research has indi- 


cated that the water reten- 
tion time in Lake 
Charlevoix is only three 
years. That means that 
within three years from the 
time that we stop the flow 
of effluent into Lake 
Charlevoix the restoration 
of the lake will be well un- 
derway. 

The opportunity is now. 
During the next 30 to 40 
years there will be much 
more wastewater and con- 
taminants flowing down the 
Boyne River into Lake 


Charlevoix and the cost_to__ 


restoré the lake and the river 
will be many times more 
that itis now. If all the 
stakeholders living around 
Lake Charlevoix, in Boyne 
City, at Boyne USA and in 
the townships would work 
together, we can do this! 

More on the plan will fol- 
low next week.
